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On November 27, 1970, the Southern Section of the 
Revolutionary People's Constitutional Convention registered at 
the All Saints Unitarian Church located at Sixteenth Street and 
Harvard Avenue, Washington, D. C. There were approximately 
seventy five to one hundred persons there at about 9 a.m., sixty 
per cent of which >«re white. 

Two security guards were observed at each entrance to 
the church. No one with a camera was permitted to enter and 
one person who endeavored to do so was bodily thrown out. No 
fee was charged for registration, but donations for the Black 
Panther Party were received and most people gave $5 or more. 

Upon registration, the normal registration packet was 
not provided, instead each person wis giv^n a slip of paper 
reflecting the registration, but CQRtainiirg no instr uctiens . 
Those people who registered were told to wait and most did so 
throughout the morning without receiving any instructions what- 
soever .

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On November 27, 1970, after lunch, the group continued 
to nan? around the Unitarian Church until about 4:45 p.m. No 
significant instructions were received. Many of those present 
were furious at the lack of organization. However, it was 
announced that there would be a mass meeting in the Malcolm X 
Park at Seventeenth Street and Euclid Street that night. 

There a person, referred to as "BIG MAN", spoke. He 
told how Howard University should have let the Black panther 
Party hold the Revolutionary People's Constitutional Convention 
on campus free. His talk and the activities in the park con- 
cluded by about 9 p.m. 

n BJG MAN*' appeared to be a Negro male, f»«nty five to 
twenty seven years of ^g**, six feet three Inches tall, weighing 
200 pounds, with an Aixo hairdo and a Vandyke b^ard with a very 
black complexion. 

On Saturday, November 28, 1970, approximately one 
thousand persons were gathered at the Unitarian Church. Most of 
those present, a large number of whom were white, broke into 
small discussion groups on an informal basis as there was again 
no formal program or workshop. 

Sometime during the morning, approximately five 
members from the Black Panther Party, including a poxwon 
identified as MICHAEL T ARBOR, from New York, New York, appeared 
briefly and announced that the constitution would be read at 
Saint Stevens Episcopal Church that night. 

At approximately 7:15 p.m., November 28, 1970, Saint 
Stevens Episcopal Church in Washington, D. C, was filled to 
capacity. In addition, microphones were set up to play to 
people in the yard outside. MICHAEL T ARB OR did mo* t of the 
talking. He gave a brief ha^kgrouxsd of the various workshops 
in connection vlt.h the creation of the constitution.

Since the black people 
were a minority, it was necessary for them, including those led 
by the Black Panther Party, to combine with the white radicals 
against the establishment.

The relationship between the vanguard party and the masses 
is a secondary relationship.

This is important 
if the party mechinery is to be effective. It is impossible to 
put together functional party machinery or programs without 
this direct relationship. The members of tho vanguard group 
should be tested revolutionaries . This will minimise the danger 
of Uncle Tom informers and opportunists. 

Tho main purpose of vanguard groxip should bo to raise the 
consciousness of tho masses through educational programs and 
certain phyr>±ctil activities the party will participate in. 
The sleeping ma sees must be bombarded wl t h tho c o r r c c t appr o a c h 
to struggle through tho activities of th? vanguard party. There- 
fore, the masses must know that tho party exists . The party 
must use all means available to get this information across 
tho masses .

Laws end rules have always been made to serve people. Kules of 
society arc net up by peoples so that they will be able to function in 
a harmonies? way. In other words, in order to proaote the general 
welfare of society, rules and laws are established by men. Rules 
Ehould serve men, and not men ccrva rules. Much of the time, the lau\* 
and rules which officials attempt to inflict upon poor people are non 
functional in relation to the status of the poor in cociety. 

These officials are blind to the fact that people should not re- 
spect that are not serving then, it is the duty of the poor to writa 
and construct rules end lavs that are in their better interests. This 
is one of the basic human rights of. all raen. 

Before 1776, white people m^cs colonized by the English. The En- 
glish gcvcrnirsent had certain- liv;; onci r-.ilcs thai the colonised Ameri- 
cans viewed as not in their hor.t interests but as a colonised people. 
At that timp the English govr;ri;m:.-nt f-.-.it that the colonized Americans 
had no right to establish law- to promote the general v/elfEri? of tho 
people living here in America, colonised American felt lie had 

no choice but to raise the gi:n in difenr.e oi: the welfare cf thra colon- 
izcal people. At this tirec, ho. m:;Ce certain laws injuring his protec- 
tion from external an3 intcrr-i! arigr^ciicns from covcmmE.ntt; and 
agencies. One such form of protection was the E-iclcration of Inde- 
parj-2cr.ee, which state-.-; s ". . .wbe:;*:vor any government b3cov.cn destruc- 
tive to thr.se ends, it is the r: .^ht of the people to alter or to 
abolish it, and to institute a new Government, laying its foundations 
on such principles and oroanisi.-.g its powers in such tonus as to than 
shall seem most likely to e ' ;:cct th--*ir safety end happiness. ■ 

Kow these same colonised white p^oy.Ie, these ex-slaves, robbers, 
and thieves, have denied the colcni::cd black nan the right to even 
rpea!c of abol'ching this opnre^sivc system which the white colonized 
American created. They have carried their madness to the four corncrc 
of th* earth, and novr there is -cniv>rs*l rebellion against their con- 
tinued rule and pov;cr. Tho Dlscx people in Americe are the only peo- 
ple who can free the world, loosen tho yoke of colonialism and -destroy 
the war machine. As long as tho wheels of the ii-.iperialict.ic war ma- 
chine are turning there is no country that can defeat this monster of 
the VJost. But Black people can make a ma If -auction of this nr.chine 
from within. Black people can destroy th« machinery that's enslaving 
the world. America cannot stand to fight every Black country in th<* 
world and fight a civil ».;j.r at thn r.ar.io time, i't is militarily im- 
possible to do both of th^se thirds at once. 

The slavery of Blacks in this country provides the oil for the ma- 
chinery of war that America uses tc enslave tho peonies of the world.

Without this oil the is;.chin«ry cannot function. We arc the Oriving 
shaft; wo are in such a strategic position in t!i*.h machinery that, once 
once wo become dislocated, the functioning of the rcnainder of tha ma- 
chinery brooks down. 

Penned up in the ghettos of America, surrounded by his factories 
and all the physical component of his economic system, we have been 
made into "tho wretched of tha earth, ■ who are relegated to the po- 
sition of spectators while the white racists run their international 
con game on the; suffering peoples. We have been brainwashed to be- 
lieve that we are powerless and that there is nothing we can do for 
ourselves to bring about a speedy liberation for our people. Vie 
have been taught that we must please our opprocoors, that vre are only 
ten per cent of the population, and therefore, v.*a must confine our 
tactics to categories calculated not to disturb the sleep of our tor- 
mentors . 

The power structure inflicts pain and brutality upun the peoples 
end then provides controlled cutlets for the pain in ways least likely 
to upset them or interfere with the process of exploitation. Tho 
people must repudiate the channels established as tricks and deceit- 
ful snares by tho exploiting oppressors. The people must oppose every- 
thing the oppressor supports and. support everything that he opposes* 
If Dlnck people. go about their struggle for liberation in tho way 
that the oppressor dictates and sponsors, then we will have degen- 
erated to the level of grovelling flunkies for tho oppressor himself. 
When the oppressor ttekes a vicious attack gainst freedom fighters 
because of the vuy that such frce^doia f>.yhter3 el i Job a tw go cibout their 
liberation, then we know we are moving in the direction of our libera- 
tion. The racist dog oppressors have no rights which oppressed Clack 
people are bound to respect, fru long as the racist dogs pollute ths 
earth with the evil of their actions, they do not deserve any respect 
at all, and the rules of their game, written in tho people's blood, 
are beneath contempt.

The oppressor must be harassed until his doom. Re must have no 
peace by day or night. The slaves have always outnumbered the slave- 
mar.tnrs. The power of the oppressor rests upon the submission of the 
people. When Black people really unite and rise up in nil their 
splendid millions, they will have the strength to smash injustice. 
We do not understand the power in our numbers, we are millions and 
millions of Black people scattered across the continent and through- 
out the Western hemisphere. There are more Black people in America 
that the total population of many countries that now enjoy full mem- 
bership in the United nations. They have power and their power is 
based primarily on tfhe fact that they are organized and united with 
each other. They a^e recognized by the powers of the world. 



We, with all our nujnbers, are recognised by no one. In fact, we 
do jot recognize our own selves. We arc unaware of the potential 
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power latent In our nunfecrs. In 19S7, In the midst of n hostile 
racist nation whoee hidden racism is rising to the surface at a phen- 
oninal speed, wa are still so blind to our critical fight for our very 
survival that wo are continuing to function in petty, futile ways. 
Divided, confused, fighting axo»£ oursalves, we are still in the ele- 
mentary stage of throwing rocks, sticks, empty win* bottles and beer 
cans at racist cops Who lie in wait for a chance to ■ardor mi mul 
Black people, lho racist cops have worked out a system for sup- 
pressing these spontaneous rebellions that flare up from the anger, 
frustration, and desperation of the masses of Black people. He can 
no longer afford tha dubious luxury of the terrible casualties wan- 
tonly inflicted upon us by the cops during these epontanaous rebellions. 

. . Black people Bust now nova, from the grassroots up through the par- 
fumed circles of the Black bourgeoisie, to seize by any means necessary 

. * proportionate share of the power vested and collected In the stru- 
cture of America. We nust organise and unite to combat by long re- 
sistance the burtal force used against us daily. The power struc- 
ture depends upon the use of force within retaliation. This is why 
they have a-tfe it a felony to teach guerilla warfare, this is why 
they want the people u named. 

The racist dog oppressor fears the armed people; they fear most of 
all Block people anr.ad with weapons and the ideology of the Black Pon- 
thereparty for Self Defense. An unarmed people are slaves or are 
subject to slavery et any given moment. If a government is not r-fraid 
of the people it will arm the people from foreign aggress; .err . Stack 
people are held captive in the midst of their oppressors. Thcru is o 
world of difference between thirty million unarmed, submissive Bt^cV 
people and thirty million Black people armed with freedom and defense 
guns and the strategic methods of liberation. 

When a mechanic wants to fix a broken-down car engine, he must have 
thenneccssary tools to do the job. When the people move for liberation, 
they oust have the baoic tool of liberation? the gun. Only with the 
power of the gun can the Black masses halt the terror and brutality 
perpetuated against them by the armed racist power structure; and in 
one sense only by the power of the gun can the whole world be trans- 
formed i into the earthly paradise dreamed of by the people from time 
immemorial. One successful practitioner of the art and science of 
national liberation and self defense, Brother Hao Tse-tung, put it 
this way: *We are the advocates of the abolition of war, we do not 
want war; but war can only bo abolished through war, and in order to 
get rid of the gun it is necessary to take up the gun.* 

The blood, sweat, tears and suffering of Black people are the foun- 
dations of the wealth and power of the Tfciited States of America. We 
were forced to build America, and if forced to, we will tear it down.- 
The immediate result of this destruction will be suffering and blood- 
shad. But the end result will be tbe perpetual peace for all mankind.

Another point that chould be mentioned in connection with 
inner-Tarty criticism is that oomo comrades ignore the major 
issues and confine their attention to minor poir.tn when 
they riKikc their criticium. They do not understand that the 
main task of criticism i*; to point out political and organ- 
ization mistakes. 719 to personal shortcomings, unless they 
are related to political and organisation mistakes, there 
is no need to be overcri tical or the eonre.cles concerned 
will be at a lona as to what to do. Moreover, once cueh 
criticism develops, there is the frnat danger that within 
the party attention v;ill be concentrated exclusively on 
minor faults, and everyone will becomo timid and overcau- 
tious and forget the party's political tfceks. 

In inncr-rarty criticism, guard nc-cinst subjectivism, 
obitrt-rinecG and the vulgarisation of criticism Btatemento 
should stress the political aide, 

Inner-Party criticism is a weapon for strengthening tho 
Party organisation and increasing its fighting capacity. In 
the Party organization of the Red Army, however, criticism 
is not always of thia character, and sometimes turns into 
personal attache. As a result, it dam ayes the Party organ- 
isation as well as individuals. This is a manifestation 
of petty-bourgeois individualism. The method of correction 
io to help Party member a understand that the purpose of 
criticism is to increase tho Party' 3 fighting capacity in 
order to achieve victory in the class struggle and that it 
should not bo used as a means of personal attack. 

If we have shortcomings, wo are not afraid to have them 
pointed out and criticized, because we serve the people. 
Anyone, no natter who, may point out our shortcomings. If 
he is right, wo will correct them. If what he proposes 
will benefit the people, we will act upon it. 

As Chinese Coi^nunists, who base nil our actions on tho highest 
interests of tho brer-.dest masses of the Chinese pepple 
and who are fully convinced of the justice of. our cause, 
never balk at any person,-;! sacrifice and are ready at all 
times to fjive our lives for the cause, can Ve be reluctant 
to discard any idaa, viewpoint, opinion or Method which la 
not suited to tho needs of the pooplc? Can wo be willing to 
allow political dust and germs to dirty our clean fecca or 
oat Into our healthy organisms?

In inner-Party criticiEn, guard against subjectivism, 
abitrarincss and the vulgarisation of criticisnr statements 
should strccs tlie political side. 

Inner-Tarty criticism is a weapon for strengthening the 
Party organisation and increasing its fighting capacity. Ir. 
the Party organization of the Hod Army, however, criticism 
ic not always of this character, and sometimes turns into 
personal attacks. As a result, it damages the Party organ- 
ization as well as individuals. This is a manifestation 
of patty-bourgeois individualism. The method of correction 
is to help Partymon.bers understand that the purpose of 
criticism is to increase the Party's fighting capacity in 
order to achieve victory in the class struggle that it 

should not bo used as a moans of personal attack.

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Tho Thursday, January 7 f 1971, "Daily Tar Heel**, a 
student newspaper of the University of North Carolina, at 
Chapel Hill, North Carolina, contained an article reflecting 
RICHARD MOORE, Black Panther Party spokesman and one of the 
"New York 21 conspirators", will speak Friday, January 8, 1971, 
In the political Science 95 A Class. 

Class Bombers had requested that a Black panther and 
someone involved iu the conspiracy trial speak before the class 
and MOORE accepted the invitation. 

The article reflected MOORE and twenty others were 
indicted April 2, 1970, on charges of plotting to set off 
bombs iri five mid-town New York department ntc-ros, plotting to 
dynamite the tracks of the Penn Central Bail road and plotting 
to bomb a Bronx, Now York, police station. 

Presiding New York State Supreme Court Justice JOHN 
M. MURTAGH set bail for the twenty one at $100,000 each. 

Only oleven of the twenty one will undergo trial 
because the remainder are underage. 

Their lawyer, GERALD B. LEFCOURT said the Indictment 
was an attack on tho Black Panthers directed from Washington. 

The item reflected MOORE is 25 years of age and is 
one of three of the twenty one presently free on bond, as no 
bondsman would touch the case and the party was unable to bail 
all of them out. 

On January 11, 1971, 
reported that on JatiiuaFy" 
.nister of Information of tho N*w York State CLaptor of the 
Black Panther Party, appeared before approximately 1,000 persons 
gathered for Political Science Class 95 A, at the University 
of North Carolina. 

SHAKllR replaced RICHARD MOORE, the Bp<»akor originally 
scheduled, as MOORE reportedly was un&blo to attend because of 
legal entanglements. SHAKUR was introduced by LARRY LITTLE, 
Chairman of tho Winston -Salem, North Carolina, Chapter of the 
National Committee to Combat Fascism, which is closely allied 





HAKUR, Deputy 
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with the Black Panther party. He was flanked on three sides 
by five. Panther bodyguards. By the time he had completed 
approximately half of his speech, the audience had dwindled to 
less than 500. 

SHAKtIR 3pok*3 about the Black Panther Party, indicating 
that the membership had boon virtually closed since 1969 and 
continued to be under a purge. He spoke about the 450 year 
history of the black man and his racial and economic exploita- 
tions, but indicated that everything was subject to change. He 
indicated no more Panthers were going to Jail, claiming they 
were dying anyhow and it did not wajr.e any difference how^ 
indicating they were being shot down in the streets by the 
gestapo ^pig forces. He indicated xhT»t Je«?u* had been busted 
for anarchy when he was trying to overthrow an Isiperiallst 
government. 

SHAKUR 'claimed the party's current motto, survival 
to service of the people, was exemplified by the Black Panthers 
program to provide clothing and transportation and other ser- 
vices needed by the black people in the communities and their 
sponsorship of free breakfast programs. He indicated the Black 
Panthers did not consider all black poople good, and indicated 
there were black pigs, including the mayor of Chapel Hill, 
North Carolina. Ho referred to tb<^ American society as 
"Babylon", indicating the United States leg«l system represented 
maximum security to the Black Panthers and he indicated NIXON 
was the number one warden.

According to the official newspaper of the DPP, the 
BPP was started during December, 1966, in Oakland, California, to organize 
black people so they can take control of the life, politico, and the 
destiny of the black community. It was organized by BOBBY G. SEA 1E 9 BPP 
Chairman, and HUEY P. NEWTON, Minister of Defense, BPP. 

The official newspaper, called "The Black Panther," regularly states 
that the BPP advocates the use of guns and guerrilla tactics in its 
revolutionary program to end oppression of the black people. Residents 
» : of the black community are urged to, arm themselves against the police who 
are Consistently referred to as "pigs" who should be killed, , 

The newspaper, in its issue of September 7, 1968, had an article by 
the then Minister of Education, GEORGE MURRAY. This article ended with 
the following: 

"Black men, Black people, colored persons of America, revolt * K 
everywhere! Arm yourselves. The only culture worth keeping 
] is revolutionary culture. Change. Freedom everywhere. '" : U 

Dynamite! Black power. Use the gun. Kill the pigs everywhere/' 

The BPP newspaper, issue of October 5> 19^8* had an article introduced 
. with the following statement: "We will not dissent from American govern- 
j ment. We will overthrow it."

As a 
result, the National Office (NO) group waisst* in*=-d its National 
Headquarters at 1608 West Madison .Street, Chicago, and the PIP 
faction set up headquarters in Cambridge. Massachusetts. This 
headquarters subsequently moved to Boston. Each group elected its 
own national officers, which include three national secretaries and 
a National Interim Committee of eight. Both groups also print their 
versions of "Ke^ Left Notes" which s**ts forth the line and the 
program of the particular faction. The JJC version of "ftsw Left 
Nates'* *as recently printed under the title "The Fire Kext Time" 
to achieve a broader mass appeal. 

Two mhjor factions have developed internally within the 
KO group, namely, the Weatherman or Bevolut ionary Youth Movement 
(RYM) 1 faction, and the RYH II faction. Weatherman is action-

PLP. They advocate that an alliance between workers aud students 
is vital to the bringing about of a revolution in the United States.
